Water Engulfs Ocracoke 
Island, But 400 Inhabit- 


ants Escape—Downtown 
Norfolk Flooded.

NORFOLF, Va., Sept. 18.—The 
West Indian hurricane sweeping up 
the Atlantic coast struck the main- 
land of the Carolinas and Virginia 
early today and passed the Vir- 
ginia Capes this morning. 

Downtown Norfolk was flooded 
to a depth of several feet when 
the wind drove huge waves ashore 
but the wind later moderated some- 
what and the tides began to fall 
back. 


Newport News, Va., reported a 
100-mile-an-hotir wind. The Lang- 
ley Field Airdrome was flooded. 

With many small communities 
isolated, with communications cut, 
with great waves flooding coastal 
areas, no one could determine ac- 
curatély how great the loss might 
be. 


Northeast gales, signalizing 
approach of the hurricane’s dead 
center, drove water across the only 
highway bridge connecting Ocean 
City, Md., with the mainland. 

Another outlying point on 
coast hard hit by the wind was 
Ocracoke Island, N. C., completely 
swept by a nine-foot tide last night. 
The 400 inhabitants of Ocracoke, 
which lies 20 miles off shore, es- 
caped death, having been sheltered 
in the lighthouse. 

Coast Guardsmen also reported 
heavy damage but no loss of life 
at Cape Hatteras, fishing commun- 
ity farther up the banks. 

Storm Moving Faster. 


The velocity of the wind was re- 
ported at various points as from 
60 to 100 miles an hour. The cen- 
ter of the whirling storm passed 
Norfolk, gradually increasing its 
momentum, and town after town 
was cut off from communication. 

The hurricane center was travel- 
ing today at nearly twice the speed 
attributed to it a week ago, when 
it was first discovered east of the 
Leeward Island. 

Coast guardsmen, using a breech- 
es buoy and a lifeboat, rescued 14 
persons from two endangered house- 
boats on the Elizabeth River here. 
A lifeline was shot aboard one craft 
flying distress signals at the St. 
Helena base, and three men and 
three women brought ashore. While 
tls rescue was under way, guards- 
men put cut a lifeboat and a man, 
his wife and six children were tak- 
en ashore from another boat. 


Dance Hall Wrecked. 


The top of the dance hall at 


Ocean View, Va., was carried away 


by the wind, and at 9 a. m. streets 


| were under two feet of water. First- 
'aid stations were set up there and 


175 persons quartered in the fire- 
house and Veterans of Foreign 
Wars home. 

A houseboat smashed into and 
tore away part cof the railing of 
Mason’s Creek bridge. 

Bus and street railway systems 
here, and to Virginia Beach, were 
disrupted by the inflowing tides. 
Telephone service was irregular. 
Automobiles were stalled every- 
where. 

In the mid-morning a boat crew 
was organized at Ocean View and 
the task of clearing out all Wil- 
loughby residents begun. Several 
cottages there were unroofed.

The grand jury’s consideration of 
the 163-to-1 vote for Democratic 
City Committee positions in the 
Twenty-first Ward, twentieth pre- 
cinct, at the committee election ac- 
companying the Aug. 4 primary, 
will be resumed Monday. Hearing 
the witnesses was completed 
yesterday, with the testimony of 10 
voters of the precinct, three of 
whom said previously that they 
voted for a candidate who was 
credited in the returns with only 
one vote. 

Circuit Attorney Franklin Miller 
said the grand jury would make 
further examination of the precinct 
ballot box and other records Mon- 
day, but that no further testimony 
from the precinct’ was in prospect. 
It is the grand jury’s custom, after 
finishing its inquiry into any mat- 
ter, to vote on the question of in- 
dictments, before proceeding to an- 
other investigation. 

Official Returns, 163 to 1. 

In hearing the voters’ testimony, 
the grand jury had before it the 
official return of the Democratic 
committee election, stating that 
Robert E. Hannegan, now Demo- 
cratic city chairman, received 163 
votes, and that his opponent, Ralph 
J. Schmidt, received one. The same 
showing was made as to the vote 
for Mary Whalen, now committee- 
woman, and her opponent, Mrs. 
Kate H. Fox—1i163 for the winner, 
one for the loser. 

Three of the voters, before going 
into the grand jury room, told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that they 
voted for Schmidt. These were Jo- 
seph B. Fiese, 4231 Holly avenue; 
Eugene A. Worn, 4273 Holly, and 
Mrs. Tena Klooster, 4245 Penrose 
street. Witnesses not interviewed

When police arrived at the Aiken | 
drug store they found the propri-| 
etor and his wife, the former with | 
a revolver, facing Patterson who! 
stood by the cash register with his 
hands in the air. In the wall over 
his head was a bullet hole made 
when Aiken fired a shot to frighten 
the burglar. 

Aiken and his wife, sleeping in| 
the rear of the store, were awak- 
ened by the ring of the cash regis- 
ter at about 1:30 o’clock, they said. 
They heard the intruder fumbling 
at the drawer in which they had 
left but a few pennies. Aiken pro- 
cured his revolver, fired a shot and 
while his wife called police, kept 
the robber covered until they came. 

Patterson readily admitted his 
identity, police reported, and said 
his motive was to obtain funds to 
hire a lawyer. 

He was one of five young men 
arrested last month who admitted 
29 burglaries and left notes signed 
“The Terrible Three,” threatening 
to return to some of the establish- 
ments where they obtained no loot. 
He was convicted of grand larceny 
in 1928 and of burglary charges in 
1931. 

His parole from the latter sen- 
tence was revoked after he was 
arrested as one of the men who 
tortured a Franklin County farm- 
er and his wife to obtain $150. Less 
than four months after his release 
from the penitentiary, he was 
charged with participation in the 
gang robberies.

Text of Gov. Park’s Statement 
On Ouster of Election Board 
| |

Pursuant to a duty imposed by 
law upon the Governor, on the 
16th day of February, 1933, four 
Election Commissioners for the 
City of St. Louis, two from each 
of the dominant political parties, 
were appointed. Prior to their 
selection, careful inquiry was 
made concerning each and they 
were found to be gentlemen of 
high character and standing and 
the appointments were promptly 
confirmed by the State Senate. 
Mr. Joseph Hannauer, one of the 
Commissioners, had served ac- 


ceptably under appointment by 
Gov. Caulfield. 

A short time prior to the Au- 
gust, 1936, primary election, it 
was discovered by private inves- 
tigators that many persons whose 
names appeared upon the regis- 
tration books as residing at cer- 
tain addresses, were not to be 
found at those addresses; and, 
in some instances, it was discov- 
ered that the registration books 
showed names of individuals reg- 
istered from buildings then va- 
cant. When this situation was 
called to my attention, the Com- 
missioners were promptly direct- 
ed to purge the list. This was 
done as far as it was possible to 
be done under existing statutes. 

Quoting from a letter addressed 
to me by Hon. G. W. Dalton, 
chairman, Missouri Republican 
State Committee, and Fred W. 
Pape, chairman, Republican City 
Central Committee of the City of 
St. Louis, dated Aug. 24, 1936: 
“Thanks to the vigorous action 
of St. Louis newspapers and your 
letter of admonition, the recent 
primary in St. Louis was aa‘ or- 
derly as the average, except for 
the conduct. of Commissioner

In no instances has it been 
shown that any irregularities in 
connection with the primary elec- 
tion or with the registration were 
with the knowledge or consent 
of any of the Election Commis- 
sioners. A prompt and vigorous 
investigation by the office of the 
distinguished Circuit Attorney of 
the City of St. Louis, a man with 
irreproachable public record, and 
by a grand jury of St. Louis citi- 
zens has shown it to be a fact 
that such violations of the elec- 
tion laws or such irregularities 
as may have occurred were by 
appointees of the Commission or 
by individuals over whom it had 
no control. However, it appears 
that the commissioners were not 
diligent in supervising the acts 
of their appointees, and for this 
reason I am removing them from 
office. 

In the selection of election of- 
ficials for the ensuing four years, 


the members of the Commission, 
representing their respective par- 
ties as by law provided, have 
used care not to reappoint any- 
one against whom there may be 
just ¢ause for suspicion and only 
a small percentage of the old list 
has been reappointed. Of more 
than 4000 of the election officials 
selected, and after due publica- 
tion of their names and under 
the vigilance of the press and 
observation by interested citizen- 
ry, objections to only about 15 
of these officials have been made. 

Investigations of the election 
situation in St. Louis, so far as 
they relate to the recent primary 
election and registration prior 
thereto, which I have caused to

In the formal appointment order, 
Williams was named to succeed 
Waechter, Singleton to succeed 
Hannauer, Dyer’‘to succeed Moore 
and Freund to succeed Wagner, 

To Serve Till Jan. 15. 

The Governor directed the Secre- 

tary of State to issue the commis- 


sions to tae new commissioners to 


serve for terms to expire Jan. 15, 
1937, “or until their sueecéssars are 
appointed and qualified.” 

Gov. Park said to reporters that 
the selection of three members of 
the new board had been left largely 
to Chairman Williams, “I never saw

Howard Says He Fainted 
After Scene With His

Mrs. Lyman F. Barrows of 344

she and Howard's first wife made 
to New York in 1934, several months 
before the Howards were divorced, 
during which Mrs. Howard told 
her of several meetings with Harry 
Pp Schaub of East Orange, Ns da 
whom she later married.

Schaub on the Bermuda trip and at 
whose home Mrs. Schaub received 
letters from Schaub while she was 
still married to Howard, said that 
after they had been on the Ber- 
muda ship about an hour and a half 
Mrs. Schaub said to her: “Would 
your feelings be hurt if I left you 
to meet Harry?” 

She said in the autumn of 1934 
Mrs. Schaub asked her if she might 
receive some letters at her house. 
“Mrs. Schaub told me there would 
be nothing in them,” Mrs. Woods 
continued, “that there would be only 
a few, and they would arrive from 
Newark. There was about one a 
week and then they picked up to 
two and three a week. 

Asked Her to Stop Letters. 

“Then I asked Mrs. Schaub to 
stop them and told her she wasn’t 
being fair to her husband.

Removals Result of Complaints Fol- 
lowing Post-Dispatch Expose, 


The Governor, in removing the 
members of the Election Board, act- 
ed on a series of requests and com- 
plaints received by him since the 


Post-Dispatch exposure of whole- 
sale registration frauds, beginning 
July 22. 

These complaints were on two 
grounds—first, responsibility of all 
of the board members for the regis- 
tration frauds; second, as_ to 
Waechter, Democratic chairman, 
and Moore, Republican _ secre- 
tary, charges that they were 
active in behalf of factional candi- 
dates in the primary, and acted in 
a spirit of partiality to those candi- 
dates and against the ‘rival candi- 
dates. 

Waechter was an adherent of 
Mayor Dickmann in the Mayor’s 
successful attempt to gain control 
of the Democratic City Committee; 
Moore led an unsuccessful move- 
ment to reorganize the Republican 
City Committee, and remove Fred 
W. Pape as chairman. 

As has been told, 
Waechters comment on the 
first day’s exposure in the 
Post-Dispatch was that “it looks 
like the same old Republican prop- 
aganda,” but that the board would 
look into the matter. 

Although ordered by the Governor 
to “purge the list of fraudulent 
names,” the chairman refused to un- 
dertake a.i investigation of the en- 
tire registration. He said only spe-

This situation lasted for six days. 
On the seventh day, the board ac- 
cepted the dictionary definition of

sponsibility of removing the “not 
found” names, pleading lack of le- 
gal authority. Instead, it left the 
names on the list, and sent deputies 
into the precinct polling places, 
with instructions to challenge per- 
sons attempting to vote the names. 


The Post-Dispatch began, Sept. 8, 
a series of exposures of fraudulent 
voting in the riverfront bond issue 
election of Sept. 10, 1935. It has 
shown that in each of the 18 wards 
returned as giving a vote of more 
than the necessary two-thirds for 
the bond issue, and in one other 
ward, fraudulent returns were 
made, and “No” votes were not 
counted as cast. In each of the 
wards, canvasses of selected pre- 
cincts brought affidavits from vot- 
ers that they had voted against the 
bonds, in greater number than the 
“No” vote officially shown for 
those precincts. The number of 
affidavits needed to discredit the 
returns was ebtained, in most of the 
precincts, by the time one-half the 
voters had been checked. 

Chairman Waechter, after publi- 
cation of the facts as to the bond 
issue election frauds, expressed the 
view that there was “not much to” 
the exposure, and said’he did not 
look on the matter so seriously as 
some did.

Of New Election Board 


Brief Sketches of Careers of Charles P. Wil- 
liams, M. E. Singleton, Arthur J. Freund, 
George L. Dyer. 


The four newly appointed mein- 
bers of the Election Board are all 
well known in St. Louis business 
and prvufessional life. 

Charles P. Williams, Democrat, 
appointed chairman of the new 


Board, has practiced law in _— St. 
Louis for 37 years. He is a grai- 
uate of Vanderbilt University, 
Nashville, Tenn. From 1907 to 1911, 
nder Mayors Wells and Kreismann, 
he was associate city counselor, and 
under Gov. Major’s administration, 
1913-17, he was a member and vice- 
president of the St. Louis Police 
Board. 

During the war he was special 
assistant to the» Attorney-General 
of the United States, in prosecutioa 
of espionage cases. In 1920 he was 
Government counsel appointed to 
close up the operations of the Rail- 
road Administration in the St. 
Louis area. 

He was twice widely supported 
for appointment to the bench of the 
Federal District Court. His name 
was considered for the first time 
in 1919, for the appointment which 
President Wilson decided to bestow 
on Judge Charles B. Faris. Early 
in 1935, when Judge Faris was pro- 
moted by President Roosevelt to 
the Circuit Court of Appeals, an 
urgent recommendation in behalf of 
Williams was made by a group of 
lawyers, including seven full-time 
faculty members of Washington 
University School of Law. George 
H. Moore, a former office associate 
of Williams, received the appoint- 
ment, through the insistence of 
Senator Bennett C. Clark. 

Chairman Williams resides 
6215 Washington avenue.

The general quadrennial registra- 
‘tion of St. Louis voters will be

next Monday, Tuesday, Wednesday

vote in the general election of Nov. 
3 must register, since law requires

vass made July 20th and 30th dis- 
closed that there were on the 
registration books, 46,296 names of 
individuals reported by the can- 
vassers “not found” at the ad- 
dresses from which registered; of 
this number 3000 were transferred 
at election office since June 18, 
and 2700 voted at the Aug. #4 
primary upon the presentation of 
proper affidavits; 12,200 were 
registered in Sept., 1932, and 14- 
393 were listed in Polk-Gould 
city directory as of Sept. ‘32. Thus 
it appears that 32,393 or 70 per 
cent of the 46,296 “not found” are 
not “ghosts” but eligible voters 
registered in 1932 or subsequently. 

There can be no doubt that 
many persons whose names ap- 
pear on the books as of June 18, 
1936/ have since died and many 
others have moved and failed to 
transfer. As in every large city 
there is a population, consider- 
able in number, who are not list- 
ed in.any city directory, living 
in “shelters,” abandoned sheds, 
and buildings, and in some _in- 
stances even box cars not other- 
wise in use. There are also 
many people employed as do- 
mestics and as day laborers 
whose addresses change from 
time to time with their employ- 
ment. Many persons out of em- 
ployment and at one time on the 
relief rolls and since dropped, 
have probably left the city to 
find sustenance elsewher2. 
While people of this class are 
gaunt and hungry and ofttimes 
without a place to lay their 
heads, they are not “phantoms” 
or “ghosts,” but human beings, 
under our laws entitled to the 
right of franchise. That many 
of these classes could) not he 
found at the time ofthe recan- 
vass is not alone evidence of 
corruption on the part of the 
election commissioners. 

These conditions have been set 
forth, not with the view of con- 
doning the improper or unlawful 
acts of any election official, for 
there can be no doubt that there 
were irregularities; and I believe 


in’ and shall continue to _ insist 
upon honest elections. However, 
misrepresentations of the _ true 


situation have been made with a 
view of obtaining partisan ad- 
vantage, and a sort of hysteria fol- 
lowed resulting in the indictment 
and arrest of citizens who were 
not judges of the election for of- 
fenses as judges of the election. 

My attention has been called to 
the fact that the returns from 
certain precincts indicated a 
strange unanimity on the part of 
the voters in their choice of can- 
didates.

NEW YORK, Sept. 18.-—-Twenty- 
eight alumni of Harvard University 
asked ali fellow alumni today to 
study the record of the Lowell Com- 
mittee in the Sacco-Vanzett! case 
“and discover what happened to 
the mental processes of their alma 
mater’s president.” | 

Their statement, in the form of @ 
pamphlet mailed throughout the 
country, was issued a few hours 
before President Emeritus A. Law- 
rence Lowell was scheduled to in- 
troduce President Roosevelt at the 
Harvard Tercentenary celebration. 

Pamphiet Reviews Report. 

It reviewed the evidence consid- 
ered by Dr. Lowell's committee at 
the request of the then Gov. Alvan 
T. Fuller, prior to the execution of 
Nicola Sacco and Bartolomeo Van- 
getti for the murder of Alessandro 
Berardelli, a payroll guard, in a 
South Braintree (Mass.) holdup in 
1920. 

The Lowell Committee in a 5500- 
word reliew of the evidence advised 
Gov. Fuller it considered both Sacco 
and Vanzetti guilty “beyond reason- 
able doubt.” It characterized the 
alibi of Vanzetti as 
weak, and describing eyewitness 
identification as “only a part of the 
evidence,” said of Sacco, “He looks 
so much like one of the gang who 
committed the murder that a num- 
ber of witnesses are sure that he 
is the man.” 

Alleged discrepancies in the re- 
port prepared in 1927 by Dr. Low- 
ell, then president of Harvard; the 
late Samuel W. Stratton, then pres- 
ident of Massachusetts Inatitute of 
Technology, and Robert Grant, for- 
mer Massachusetts Probate Judge, 

-are set forth in the pamphiet, en- 
titled “Walled in This Tomb.” 
“Incredible Twist of Mind.” 


“In anything but aie captious 
mood,” said the foreword of the) 
statement, “we urge the alumni of 


Harvard to go to the record of the 
Sacco-Vanzetti case and discover | 
what happened to the mental pro- | 
cesses of their alma mater’s presi- 
dent. He enjoyed the reputation of 
being one of the nation's foremost 
intellectual leaders when he was 
gripped by the pressure of forces 
similar to those which are sweep- 
ing all the continents today on a 
far greater scale than in 1927. 

“Out of such discovery will come 
an awareness of the incredible and 
destructive twists of men’s minds 
—even the mind of a President of 
Harvard University, 

“This cannot fail, in our opinion, 
to be of value in the struggle to 
keep this nation from being torn 
asunder by that mass unreason 
which has been 60 skillfully devel- 
Oped by power-mad individuals and 
cliques in Europe. 

“No one looking at the fate of in- 
tellectual and cultural pursits in 
Germany and Italy can escape an 
intense feeling of the immediate | 
peril confronting our own univer- | 
sities.”

DENOUNCES NEW DEAL 


Says Trouble “Is Not Lack of 
Brains but Deficiency of 
Moral Fiber.” 


By the Associated Press. 
PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 18. — De- 

claring that New Deal leaders have 

indorsed “what is in substance a 


complete economic dictatorship,” 
former United States Senator 
George Wharton Pepper, asserted 
that under the present administra- 
tion the individual is “deprived of 
his liberty in advance.” 

“Under the American system,” 
Pepper said in a Constitution day 
address at the Union Léague, the 
individual “is left free to act and 
punishable only when he abuses his 
freedom. 

“Under the American system, 
character has a chance to deveiop 
and enterprise a chance to grow. 
Under the. New Deal, character is 
at a discount and enterprise is 
hampered and stifled at every stage 
of its progress.” 

Pepper declared that the trouble 
with President Roosevelt and other 
advocates of the New Deal “is not 
lack of brains, but deficiency of 
moral fiber.”

COLORADO SPRINGS, Colo., 
Sept. 18.—William L, Green, presi- 
dent of the American Federation of 
Labor, told the International Typo- 
graphical Union yesterday that 
unions suspended from the Feder- 
ation in the industrial unionism 
controversy chose that suspension. 

Defending the ousting of 10 unions 
earlier this month in an address 
before the Typographers’ conven- 
tion, Green, an advocate of craft 
unionism, asserted: 

“Some have challenged the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor’s author- 
ity to take this action. The Execu- 
tive Council could not sit supinely 
by when the Federation was being 
raided and a dual organization set 


p. 

“We let those organizations know 
they could make their choice. They 
complained we had been too slow 
—that we had only organized three 
and one-half to four millions of 
workers when there were 30 or 40 
million workers who should be or- 
ganized. 

Pleads for Solidarity. 

“Wouldn't it be better to keep 
the three or four million united 
and facing the enemy together than 
split wide open? Which is the more 
important—solidarity of the Feder- 
ation or the Committee on Indus- 
trial Organization?” 

After noting the Federaltion had 
rejected the Industrial Organiza- 
tion proposals sponsored by John 
L. Lewis, president of the United 
Mine. Workers of America, at its 
Atlantic City convention last year, 
he said: : 

“There will be another conven- 
tion at Tampa. Those who’ want 
the Federation to follow the policy 
of the Committee on Industrial Or- 
ganization can go there and possi- 
bly by persuasion sway the con- 
vention to their way of thinking. 
That would be the true democratic 
way of doing it. But some won't be 
governed by reason. They think 
that would be too slow.” 

Charges Lewis Changed Plan. 

Green charged the committee de- 
parted from its announced plan of 
carrying on an educational cam- 
paign when it began trying to or- 
ganize workers in several industries. 
He contended the Federation was 
ready to begin organization of the 
steel industry when the Lewis com- 
mittee “denounced our plan to the 
Amalgamated Association of Iron, 
Steel and Tin Workers.” 

The steel workers, he said, were 
won to the committee “by the $500,- 
000 the committee dangled before 
their eyes.” As a result, he said, 
the steel workers’ union “is but a 
vassal, subject to the dictates of 
this organization (the Committee on 
Industrial Organization) set up 
within the Federation.” 

Howard Replies to Green. 

A prompt challenge to Green's 
statements came from Charles P. 
Howard, Typographical Union pres- 
ident and secretary of the Commit- 
tee on Industrial Organization. 

Attacking Green’s charge that the 
committee was a dual organization 
of the Federation, Howard said, 
“Why should there be any conflict? 
We have worked for the same pur- 
poses. We are not organizing any 
new unions or trying to issue 
charters. We are trying to organ- 
ize more workers and place them 
under the control of the Federa- 
tion.” 

Howard said opponents of the 
Lewis committee had failed to 
“mention that our object in organ- 
ization work was to bring affilia- 
tion of more workers with the 


‘American Federation of Labor.”

to A. F. L., Urges Peace.

G. O. P. Leader Pape Wants Grand 
Jury Investigation of State- 
ments to Canvassers. 


The Republican party in St. 
Louis intends to ask for grand jury 


investigations of householders who 
make false statements to registra- 
tion canvassers as to the number 
of voters in their homes, Fred W.

ROCK OF MARNE,” DIES

Last Big German Push on 
Western Front.

PORTLAND, Ore., Sept. 18— 
Major-General Ulysses Grant Mc- 
Alexander, known as “The Rock of 
the Marne,” died unexpectedly at 
his home here today. He was 72 
years old. 

“The Rock of the Marne” was 
the name bestowed upon Major- 
General (he was then Colonel) Mc- 
Alexander for the gallant stand he 
and his men of the 38th Infantry 


offensive of the enemy in the sec- 
ond battle of the Marne. 

It was in the course of the Ger- 
mans’ second advance toward 
Paris, when the struggle became 
desperate in the Surmelin Vallcy, 
the men of the 38th occupying the 
key position. - 

With the enemy making attack 
after attack for three days, July 15, 
16 and 17, 1918, on that vital point, 
the position of Col. McAlexander 
and his men began to look pre- 
carious. 

Instructions from headquarters to 
the colonel read: “Fall back if you 
think best.” His reply was, “I will 
hold my lines.”

When a car is stopped at 
the barricade by eager guards 
armed with shotguns the whole vil- 
lage turns out to offer wine or wa- 
ter—water is more desirable than 
wine in these thirsty regions—to 
apologize that they cannot offer 
'more, and to ask for tobacco and 
the Barcelona newspapers. It is 
surprising to find the high propor- 
tion of literate peasants in these 
parts. As one approaches the front 
the country appears more and more 
deserted. Yet there is no sign of 
the war. The Catalan columns have 
entirely refrained from laying waste 
the country. 

The scattered posts warn one 
against going too far forward, but 
at first glance it seems that they 
are exaggerating. The front looks 
surprisingly thinly held, and one 
wonders where the 5000 men are 
who are holding this line. 

As one travels down the line this 
calm is seen to be deceptive. Well-

‘proaches its climax. After several weeks of confer- 
‘ences, which drew many of the most renowned schol- 
ars in the world—among them 14 winners of the 
Nobel Prize—to the elm-arched Yard, the tercen- 
tenary program proper is under way, with the con- 
ferring of 60-odd honorary degrees set for today. By 
tonight, Harvard«will have entered its fourth cen- 
tury. ’ : 

It is a thought to give pause to every American, 
whether or not he be an alumnus of this oldest of 
our educational institutions. Harvard, or rather the 
tiny school which preceded it, was founded at “Newe- 
towne” in 16386. Since then, a wilderness has been 
explored, peopled and transformed into the leading 
nation of the world. Wars have been fought-and the 
face of the globe redrawn many times. Great social 
and economic changes have come, and when they have 
been outmoded, still other changes have taken place. 
Leaders have risen to fame and passed from the scene.

Fatalism and Hatred in Spain 


Killing of civilians and prisoners, of which both sides are guilty, is “most loathsome 
feature” of war in Spain, correspondent says; attributes atrocities to ease with 
which passionate hatred is roused in Spaniards; usually humane, they delight 
in destruction at such times; all reports of murders cannot be verified, however. 


A Special Correspondent in the Manchester Guardian, 


the better shock troops, far better co-ordi- 

nation and discipline, and probably the 
best Generals, time is against them. To win 
at all, they must gain ground quickly. 

Apart from the fact that the Government 
militia gain in experience and morale every 
day, each time they capture a village or city 
they add to their numbers, whereas the op- 
posite is the case with the military party, 
who have to use a considerable part of their 
forces in keeping down the people and often 
in watching their own half-hearted troops. 

The most loathsome feature of the war is 
the shooting of prisoners and civilians, The 
special correspondent of a French newspaper 
speaks of shootings without trial of strikers 
and loyal officers on the third day after the 
rising began. There were mags shootings at 
La Linea a day or two later and, in villages 
near Seville, people who resisted were put 
in prison and then taken out next day and 
shot in groups by the local land owners and 
police. 

Almost every night Gen. Queipo de Llano, 
certainly the most repellent figure who has 
appeared on the European scene for many 
years, boasts of the things he has done or 
hopes to do. 

Stories also come in of mass shootings in 
the bull ring at Granada, but I prefer to 
think that these are untrue or greatly exag- 
gerated. Spanish officers are in great ma- 
jority decent and humane people. The atroc- 
ities that occurred during the repression of 
the Communist rising at Oviedo in Novem- 
ber, 1934, were committed by the Foreign Le- 
gion, the Moors and especially the Civil 
Guard, though the habit the military had of 
driving more or less innocent country peo- 
ple in front of them to keep off machine-gun 
fire would hardly be approved of north of 
the Pyrenees. 

There are- then the atrocities committed 
on the Government side. In Malaga during 
the first three weeks, the authorities execut- 
ed no one. Spaniards, however, in times of 
excitement are accustomed to taking the 
law into their own hands, and in the town 
itself, some 40 or 50 people were shot by or- 
ders of some committee or by workmen who 
had a grudge against them, or by patrols, 
contrary to the wishes and repeated orders 
of the Governor. 

The usual procedure was to take them to 
the cemetery and shoot them there, but those 


Je: this war, though the military party have 
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shot by patrols were left lying in the road 

(in accordance with Spanish law, till a Mag- 
istrate has visited the place), and it was 
horrible to see groups of jeering men and 
women surrounding them. 

In Ronda and Antequera, the numbers 
killed are said to be larger, but these num- 
bers, I have noticed, always increase with 
the distance. Several people reported shot 
are now known to be in prison in Malaga. 
The temper of the people is, however, rising. 

Resentment at this attack on their liber- 
ties, the increasing length of the war, the 
use of Moorish troops by the other side and 
the many stories of shootings of prisoners 
and strikers that are published in the pa- 
pers have produced a blind hatred. They 
now lump together all people belonging to 
the Right as “Fascists.” Every day some half- 
dozen people or more get “taken for a ride.” 

The Government decided to execute all the 
rebel officers at Malaga and they were taken 
to the cemetery and shot. There were 35 of 
them. It must be remembered that they rose 
against their oath of allegiance to the Re- 
public (though a Marquesa told a friend of 
mine the other day that oaths to the Repub- 
lic “do not, of course, count”), and also that 
in Seville and Africa officers who stood by 
the Government were shot long ago. 

It is difficult to see where all this shoot- 
ing will end. Queipo de Llano has declared 
that for every person of his party who is 
killed, he will kill 10. That is the relative 
strength of the two parties south of the 
Guadarrama, so that it is perhaps natural he 
should be 10 times more bloodthirsty. All 
the ultra-Rights I have spoken to are hop- 
ing that when he arrives in Malaga, if he 
ever does, there will be a holocaust. 

The ferocity with which this war is be- 
ing carried on is peculiar to Spain. The 
reason for this lies in the passionate hatreds 
so easily aroused in Spaniards and on the 


' peculiar attitude—a combination of fatalism, 


exaltation and delight in all destruction— 
which they have toward death. 

These people, whose humane feelings refuse 
at ordinary times to allow capital punish- 
ment, think nothing in moments of excite- 
ment of taking their enemies gut of prison 
and shooting them down in groups, whilst 
the women and elder men of the town or 
village bewail, almost in the language of a 
Greek chorus, the violence and madness of 
all human things. 


: Role of Emotion in Politics

OLITICIANS have known for a very 

long time that appeals to the emotion 
of the average voter are more effective than 
any appeals to reason, but Dr. George W. 
Hartman of Columbia University probably 
is the first student who ever attempted to 
demonstrate experimentally this truism of 
the forum. 

In a report to the American Psychological 
Association, Dr. Hartman discloses that he 
used Allentown, Pa., as a laboratory during 
the election of 1935. Himself a candidate on 
the Socialist ticket, he distributed campaign 
literature of an emotional style in one area, 
and purely rational matter in another. A

American Union had still to be put 
to its crucial test. Yet through 300 
great and troubled years, Harvard 
has endured; it has lived past wars 
and revolutions; it is older than the 
Government under which it exists. 
Like a great river which is forever 
moving, the stream of its life is 
uninterrupted. 

It has lived on, not because it had 
great wealth, for Harvard has been 
again and again most desperately 
poor. It has had, of course, no 
army, no material force of any kind 
to make it prevail. It has not been 
the ward of a great sovereign or of 
a munificent state. Yet Harvard 
has outlasted all the governments 
which existed when it was foundea, 
and the social orders through which 
mankind has moved in 300 years. It 
has had only the tradition of learn- 
ing which its founders carried into 
the New World from the more an- 
cient universities of Europe and the 
support of a community in New 
England, which has been loyal to 
that tradition through all the vicissi- 
tudes of many ages. 

* + * 

For those who ponder this history, 
it cannot fail to be manifest how 
transient must be the claims of 
Governments to use the univer- 
sities as their instruments, how un- 
couth the pretensions of those who 
would make them subservient to a 
party or a class. 

The universities, like the churches 
and all other fellowships devoted 
to the highest concerns of man- 
kind, are the repositories of the 
abiding purposes and interests of 
men. They have a more ancient 
title than any government to de- 
fine the human destiny; they draw 
upon the deepest allegiances of civ- 
ilized men, and the conscience 
which they inform will in the. end 
judge—it will not be judged by— 
the policies of states. 

In the final recording, the ques- 
tion will not be whether the uni- 
versities have served the contem- 
porary purposes of states and of the 
partisans within them. It will be 
whether states have been loyal to 
that great tradition of order actu- 
ated by the love of truth, of 
which the universities are the ap- 
pointed guardians.

Toscanini at Salzburg, 
Great Master of Craft 


English Critic Praises his Truth of Interpreta- 
tion, But Believes Romanticism Will 
Come Back Some Day. 


From the Manchester Guardian. 
By NEVILLE CARDUS. 
SALZBURG, Austria—During the 
festival, Toscanini has given us 
opportunity to consider his art com- 
prehensively. If he does not inter- 
pret modern music the reason is, I 
think, not lack of sympathy with 
the modern styles, but a feeling 
-that in his old age he is only be- 
ginning to understand the classics. 
He has the humility of greatness. 
The other day he was found by a 
friend looking carefully into the 
score of “Die Meistersiger” a few 
hours before his performance of the 


work.. Though he has for years 
known the music by heart, here he 
was, searching, still searching. He 
might have been the most diligent 
student in the world preparing a 
task. Greatness such as this, which 
the riper it grows the more reverent 
and painstaking it becomes, is in- 
sulted by mechanical repetitions of 
eulogy. Toscanini is no prima donna 
conductor for whom praise is good 
enough, and only praise. How he 
must often chafe under the per- 
sistent fashionable adulation served 
out to him day by day! At the opera 
he is applauded noisily and multi- 
tudinously when he takes his place 
at the conductor’s desk; he bows 
politely once and then cuts off the 
uproar as though with a knife of 
impatience. His approach to the 
masterpieces is modest; he knows 
that a certain price has to be paid 
for an artist’s particular qualities; 
he knows the truth of Goethe’s say- 
ing, “A master finds himself in a 
knowledge of his limitations.” 


The Master’s Limitation. 

And, of course, Toscanini has his 
limitation, or, let us say, there are 
some things he can do better than 
others. His love of clearness, of 
balance and proportion, his rever- 
ence for the gospel truth of the 
composer’s score lead him often to 
an objectivity which in its fixed pol- 
ished outlines is more than real 
(and a little less imaginative) than 
truth itself. 

If an exacting anatomist from 
another planet were to recontruct 
from a few surviving bones a hu- 
man being of the world which we 
live in, he would no doubt build up 
a museum-figure of far more than 
authentic perfection; all would be 
assembled scrupulously, one eye 
would match the other; all the 
fingers of the right hand would be 
repetitions of the fingers of the 
left hand—there would be none of 
the discrepancies, the living oddi- 
ties, which come from the free urge 
of creation. 

Anatomical Accuracy. 

Sometimes I feel in Toscanini’s 
performances the conscientiousness 
of the anatomist; they occasionally 
lack instinctive growth; we feel the 
sense of premeditated art. His in- 
terpretation of the C major Sym- 
phony of Schubert was, I thought, 
entirely wrong—it was wonderful 
music, but not Schubert. The 
rhythms were rigid; the harmonies 
were cut as clearly into chords as 
the tree trunk chopped with one 
blow by a sharp ax. During the 
scherzo I had a vision of Shubert's 
Wienerwald, with the branches de- 
capitated and the leaves a little 
bare. 

Schubert does not live in disci- 
plined or conscientious hands; he 
must be given his loose, easy geni- 
alty; he must not be presented as a 
strict composer; his secret is care- 
less improvisation; he has the 
Viennese gemutlichkeit, I felt sorry 
for the Vienese Philharmonic or- 
chestra as they toed the line in their 
beloved Schubert to Toscanini’s un- 
smiling instructions; it was, as I 
say, superb music, but simply not 
Schubert. 

Traits of His Own Style. 


Everybody is agreed that Tos- 
canini’s interpretations are _ the 
truest that can be heard at the 
present time, the most faithful to 
the printed score. But it is un- 
critical to declare that he does not 
many times bring to music definite 
traits of his own style—and traits 
which are not always relevant and 
sympathetic. A typical Toscanini 
performance is impersonal, unsenti- 
mental, firm and never loose in 
form, and purely musical. But not 
every composer is impersonal, un- 
sentimental, firm in form, and per- 
sistently musical. 

Toscanini’s position amongst the 
conductors of the world at the pres- 
ent time is not altogether to be 
explained by his genius; the crowd 
is not so quick as all that to re- 
spond to a genius so noble as Tos- 
canini’s. His vogue (which no 
doubt he hates heartily) can partly 
be explained by the fact that all 
over Europe there is a reaction in 
force against romanticism. The 
time was ripe for a corrective to 
much loose thinking and insincere 
emotion. None the less, it is too 
much to say (and it is unnecessary 
to say it) that Toscanini has ut- 
tered the last godlike word on con- 
ducting. 

Romanticism Will Return. 


Romanticism will come back 
sooner or later. Toscanini is, I 
feel, first of all a great and pure 
musician; secondly, he is a consum- 
_mate orchestral director and tech- 
'nmician; then, and thirdly, he is an 
| artist. 
| His unparalleled gift is the em- 
bracing rhythmical line; the inevita- | 
| ble unforced crescendo. Given a 
| masterpiece which transcends the 
particular humors and fancies of a 
‘Schubert, give him the universal 
‘truth of a Beetho-en, and he is be- 
yond the reach of criticism. And, of 
course, in all operas he is a techni- 
cian whose grasp on the orchestral 
‘machine and whose knowledge make 


(the best of his rivals or colleagues 


seem,.a little amateurish. His con- 
trol of the score of “Falstaff” is 
complete—yet even here I missed 
geniality and craved for a line of 
melody which was not so rigorous- 
ly held down to its chordal sup- 


ports. 
“Fidelio” and “Faust.” 


“Fidelio” brought the festival to 
an end, another noble piece of work, 


The last week was blessed by glori- 
ous weather, and on a starlit night 
“Faust” was given in front of the 
wall of the old riding school. It is 
an extraordinary production, which 
tells us of Reinhardt’s quick eye 
for seeing the dramatic in all sorts 
of odd corners of the world, Per- 
haps there is more Reinhardt than 
Goethe in the production. The theor- 
etical emphasis given to nearly ev- 
ery syllable by most of the actors 
is disturbing. 

The Angels in the incomparable 
choruses at the beginning of the 
“Prolog #m Himmel” also ranted and 
built up quasi-vocal climaxes. At 
the end of the performance the 
witty remark was made that Tosca- 
nini should conduct it.

While the 
first semester enrollment last fall 
was 11,528, a total of 14,036 resident 
students attended the university 
some time during the year. Of 
these, 1119 were in the Chicago divi- 
sions of medicine, dentistry and 
pharmacy. 

The instructional, research and 
extension staff this fall will be 
slightly larger than a year ago, 
when it numbered 1294.

That terrific batting and not sen- 
sational pitching carried the Yan- 
kees to the pennant in the Amer- 


ican League is evinced by the rec-. 


ords, which show that not a sin- 
gie member of Joe McCarthy's hill 
staff has stopped the enemy with 
fewer than four runs a contest, on 
the average. 

As a staff, the twirlers now 
working for the American League's 
representatives for the 1936 world 
series, have yielded 669 runs in 
1277 innings, an average of 4.77 
a game. This shows that the 
Yanks, in order to win, have had 
to average five or more runs in 
each contest. That they have done 
more than this is shown by sta- 
tistics, which show that the club 
in ite 144 contests has tallied 1016 
times, an average of a little better 
than seven a game. 

So the Yankees’ overwhelming 
triumph in the American League 
can easily be called a victory of 
the sluggers and not of the pitch- 
ers. 

As for the pitchers, Monte Pear- 
gon, the right-hander obtained last 
winter in the trade with the In- 
dians for Johnny Allen, has been 
the most effective among the reg- 
ulars. Pearson, who suffered an 
ankle injury in his most recent 
start against the Chicago White 
Sox, has yielded an average of 4.05 
runs a game, with 96 tallies scored 
against him in 216 innings. John- 
ny Murphy has the same figure for 
runs allowed, but he has appeared 
in only 84 innings, being used main- 
ly as a relief hurler. He has gone 
the route only twice, whereas Pear- 
son has pitched 15 complete games. 

Perce Pat Malone, who was one 
of McCarthy's pitchers when the 
Chicago Cubs won the National 
League pennant in 1929 and then 
lost to the Athletics in the world 
series, is next in line with 4.14, 
based on 58 runs in 125 rounds. Ma- 
lone has won 11 games and lost 
four. He has toiled in only four 
complete contests. 

Charley Ruffing, with 23 com- 
plete games to his credit, more than 
the total for any other twirler on 
the Yankees’ staff, has been found 
for 4.32 runs (earned and un- 
earned) in each nine rounds. Win- 
ning 19 and losing 11, Ruffing has 
been scored upon 121 times in 253 
innings. Ruffing has fanned 96 
batters and passed 86. 

One of the big disappointments 
on the Yankee staff this season has 
been Lefty Gomez. The southpaw, 
who only a couple of years ago was 
the most effective twirler in the 
American League, has been able to 
start and finish only nine times 
during the campaign. He has won 
12 and lost seven and in 177 'n- 
nings he has yielded 100 runs, an 
average of 5.04 in éach contest. 
Always a master of control, Gomez 
has been having trouble in this re- 
spect, having issued 109 bases on 
balls, while striking out 98 batters. 
Pearson is the only member of the 
staff who has issued more passes. 
The right-hander has walked 131 
against his total of 113 strikeouts. 

Although he was won 13 games 
and lost only four to rank as 
among the leading pitchers in the 
circuit, Irving Hadley, the former 
Brownie, has not been an effective 
one, for he has allowed 5.49 runs 
® game, with 98 tallies for the op- 
position in 166 innings. In com- 
piling his, record, Hadley has 
hurled only seven full games. 

Johnny Broaca has a 4.77 aver- 
age of runs allowed, while Brown 
and Wicker, the last named a new- 
comer, each have yielded more than 
seven,

Where We Get Off. 


T goes without saying that 

Messrs. Kyne and Yuno Who 
have prospered along with the 
bootleg mutuels. But the state 
has not benefitted one dime by 
the situation, although other 
states are reaping a financial 
harvest out of the racing game. 

At the last meeting of the Mis- 
souri Legislature, a racing bill 
passed both houses. It would have 
taxed the Riverside enterprise 
somewhere around $1000 a day. It 
would have provided a_ racing 
commission that might have add- 
ed other forms of taxes to Riv- 
erside Park’s burdens. 

The Governor of the State ve 
toed the measure because a grey- 
hound racing rider was attached 
to it. The Riverside venture con- 
tinues on its bigger-and-better 
betting program, untaxed and 
unmolested, 

All this interests St. Louisans 
who have no racing, because it 
is not legal to bet on horse races 
in this State. It makes us won- 
der if Kansas City really is in 
Missouri.

few amendments to the procedure 
and those of minor character. This 
year there are only two changes 
of even minor consequence. 

One provides that “a ball kicked 
from scrimmage which for any rea- 
son does not cross the line of scrim- 
mage (a blocked kick, for instance) 
may now be recovered and ad- 
vanced by any player of either 
team. Heretofore, players of the 
kicking team were allowed to re- 
cover but not advance the ball.” 

The other change has to do with 
the conduct of the game. It has 


been the rule when one team has | 
been late on the field of play, a 


penalty of 15 yards has been the 
rule with the option given of put- 
ting the ball in play by scrimmage. 
This option has been withdrawn 
and the ball must be put in play by 
a kick-off.
